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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue page 2, lines 3 through 1 5, 
regarding claims 1 and 4-9, that Shibata does not disclose the test wave allowing recalibration during disablement of noise attenuation 
for more effective noise attenuation. This is not persuasive as it is not found in the claim language. Applicants further argue page 2, line 
16 through page 3, line 4 that Shibata does not disclose the noise attenuation feature is disabled prior to the assessment of the 
environmental assumption of the control unit to allow accurate recalibration of the control unit using a test wave and to avoid burdening 
the control unit. This is not persuasive as this is not found in the claim language. Further, Fig. 1 shows sound canceling signal output 
from filter 3 will cease due a new and modified adaptive filter coefficient before the next assessment of the output signal. Applicants 
further argue page 3 , lines 5-12, that Shibata does not disclose comparing the environmental assumption with actual environmental 
data. This is not persuasive as comparing takes place in units 3 and 6 to update adaptive filter coefficients. Page 4, paragraph 15, of 
the instant application further admits that environmental assumptions are known. The applicants further argue page 3, Iin13 through 
page 4, lines 5 that Yoshida does not disclose ceasing the generation of the noise canceling signal. This is not persuasive as Yoshida 
discloses, col. 14, lines 39-41 that if power of the error signal exceeds a threshold, updating (i.e. generating of noise canceling signal) the 
filter coefficients immediately stops. 
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
